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Q. Entlemen, Your Opinion is defir'd, whe- 
ther after the General Retribution the 
G Earth will be inhabited again or not. 

A. The Scriptures teach us,that be- 
fore the General Retribution there will be a General 
Conflagration, when the Elements will Mele with 
fervent heat. But as a Conflagration is Deftructive, 
not of the Matter, but of the Form only, fo, whe- 
ther God will afterwards Annihilate the Matter re- 
due’d to it’s Priftine Chaos, or whether he will 
Raife it up again into the fame Beautiful Form, 
which we now admire, or whether he wil! endue 
jt with any other Form, This is what we muft be 
contented to be Ignorant of, fince it isno where 
Difcover’d inthe Word of God, and is a Subje& of 
fuch a nature, that Keafon cannot fo much as offer 
ara mere Conjecture. Secret things belong to God, 
but thofe, whic are Reveal'd to Us and eur Children 
‘for ever. 

Q. Was there ever any Prince as Great ( with ree 
fpeé to his Dominions ) as Charles V. who, like Him, 
voluntarily lay down his Government P 

A. The Behaviour of Charles V. afcer his Retire- 
ment to a Private Strate may make fome Inclinab!e 
to fufpect, that in his Refignation of his Royal and 
Imperial Dignities he was fomething Whymfical. 
But as to the Parailel Cafe requir'd, not to menti- 
on Cafimir, King of Poland, who is not to be 
nam'’d with a German Emperor, mvch Iefs toa 
Prince, who alfa Inherited all the Spanith Domini- 
ons, Dioclefian, who was a greater Emperor than 
Charles V. makes a (plendid figure in Pagan Hifto- 
ry for his fo much Celebrated Refignation of His 
Share ( for Maximian was Copartner with him ih 
that exalted Dignity) of the Roman Empire. Bur, 
tho’ that Prince was for feveral Ages Applauded for 
fo Uncommon an Action, yet Lafantius has fince 
(in a Book of His, concerning the Deaths of Hea- 
then Perfecutors; a Book, which lay buried in 
Obfcurity during the Period of a Thouland Years ) 
givenus a True account of the Marrer. For that 


Eloguent Author tells us, that Dioclefian’s was a 
Forc'd, not a Voluntary Refignation, that he Pub- 
lickly Pretended freely to Diveft himfelf of his Im- 
petial Purple, when the True Reafon was, becaute 





he cou'd no longer retain it, that Galerius, who 
was his Cefar and Invelted with a Tribunitian 
Power, Ballied him into a Privare Capacity, and 
Compel'd him to lay down his Enfigns of Authority; 
at what time he Unwillingly and with no fmall 
Reluctance Retir'd t0 Salona in Dalmatia his Na- 
tive Country, and Refum'd his former name of 
Diecles, which at his Arrival at the Empire he had 
convertéd from the Gréek into a Latin Name. 

If to Laétantius’s Teftimony any one obje&, thar 
Learned Men accufe him of fevéral Hiftorical Er- 
rots; to this we anfwer, that the Errors they ac. 
cufe him of, Refer to Preceding Ages, in which hé 
has committed fome Miftakes. But as thofe Learns 
ed Men call not his Integriry in Queftion, fo he 
had more than ordinary Opportunities of comin 
to the Knowledg of that fo much Miftaken an Af- 
fair, inafmmuch as he liv’d in the Palace of Con/tan- 
tine the Great, as being Tutor to his Son Conjtan- 
tius. 

But were Laantius’s Teftimony of lefs Autho- 
rity, we fhou'd nor need to Demur to it, fince is ig 
atrended with fuch Concurring Circumftances of the 
Higheft Probabiliry. Ber can we think, that fo 
Haughry, fo Imperious a Monarch, as had bold 
affum'd the Name of Fovius, a$ had Biaiphemondy 
claim'‘d the Title of Lord in it’s Incommunicable 
import (a Title, which Augufius bad Rejected,and 
which none of his Predeceffors, excepting Caligale 
and Domitian Prétended to) as had Commanded 
his Subjects to Adore him as a God, and had en- 
joyn'd them by Publick Ediét to Proftrate them. 
felves upon the Ground and Kifs his Feer in the 
moft fupple tanner ; his Feet Pompoufly adosn‘d 
with Pearls and Precious Stones. Whereas his Pree 
deceffors wete contented, that their Subjects thou’d 
Kifs their Hands ; nay; and fomerimies Condefcend- 
ed coo to Permit them to Kifs their Cheeks. Is it 
Probable, that one Elevated from fo Mean a Sraté 
(for he was the Son of a Publick Notary, er, 
according to others, of a Senator’s Freed-man ) to 
fo Eminent a Dignity fhou'd be willing to Refign 
that Dignity, and become Obnoxious (as is Ufual 
in more Common Degradations) to the Scorn and 
Conrempt of Mankind, To believe this we muft 
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entirely Ignorant, that by his Pride and Haughty- 
neis he truly Verified that Vulgar Adage ; 

Afperius Nihil eft Humili, cam furgit in Alcwn. — 

Can we think, that He,zwho had Oppreis‘d_ bis 
Subjects, Ravag’d wholé Brovinces by his Ex@rBi- 
tant Taxes, and rented hithlelfte Worthy ot Re- 
venge for fo many inftances of Cruelty, coud 
think it otherwife than extremely Hazardous r0 re- 
turn co a Private Capacity, and thus imprudently 
lay himfelf at the Mercy of his Injur’d Advertaries? 
And therefore, according to Laéamtius, he urg’d 
this Argument (in Mollifying words with regard 
to his own ’{rhuchahiry } ufg’d ic to Galerius;, while 
as yet. he w#d -Pefluafioh ohif. © And indeed ir is 
Proper only for a Nerva, a Good, a Merciful Ner- 
va to Refign his Government. For that excellent 
Prince was fo Confcious of his own Innocence, 
that he frequently Protefted, thar, rho’ he fhou'd 
Retire ro a Private Life, he had done nothing,that 
cou'd give him Caufe to be Afraid of «any Man. 
Nor cou’d Dioclefian do otherwife than Dread the 
Chriflians; fince he had fo Barbaroufly Maffacred 
{uch Infinite Numbers of them. Nor is itan Ob- 
je€tion to this, that the Chriftians Knew better, 
what Spirit they were of,.than to thirft after Re- 
venge,fince Dioclefian had not fo favourable an Opi- 
nion of rhem,ro Deftroy rhe force of the forementi- 
on'd Argument it’s Oppofers muft Alledg, that Ds- 
oclefian was a very Imprudent and Impolitick 
Prince. Whereas on the Contrary he was a Prince 
of the Deepeft Policy, of the Profoundeft Subrilry ; 
which Character is no {mall.Confirmation of the A- 
gument. We may confider too, that Dieclefian was 
then Weak and Infirm (as having been lately, or 
indeed fcarce yet recover'd from a Lingring Di- 
ftemper, which had brought him very Low ) and 
confequently the more {ulceptible of Fear,the more 
Likely to ftand in awe of a Threatning Galerius, 
and the lefs capable of contending with that Ufurp- 
ing Cefar,who was betterProvided forForce than Di- 
oclefian for Refiftance.Nor muft we omitthat Galeri- 
us had been long before extremely impatient of the 
{econd Rank, that from his Succefs in his Second 
Perfian Expedition (in which he took Caprive 
both the Wife and Children of the Perfian Mo- 
narch ) he became Daily more and more Ampbiti- 
ous, and, whenever he receiv’d Letters with the 
Infcription of C.e/ar, was heard to cry outin a kind 
of Brutal Retentment (a Refentment fufficient to 
Prevail upon that Impcrions Perfon to ufe his ut. 
moit Endeavours to Remove its Object ) Mujt 1 
be Always Cufar ? 

And now we leavethe Reader to Judg, whether 
Dioclefian’s fo much Applauded Refignation were 
Voluntary or Conftrain’d,
